The objects of the Society are declared in the second of its 
Rules to be “the promotion of the study of Science in all its 
branches, and of Public Education, by means of Lectures, Field 
Meetings, the reading and discussion of Papers, and in any way 
that the Council of the Society shall deem advisable.” 


The branches of Science at present represented are as 
follows:—Archaeology and _ History, Astronomy, Botany, 
Entomology, Geography, Geology, Microscopy, Photography, 
Physics and Chemistry, and Zoology. 


During the Winter Session, from October to April, frequent 
meetings are held, comprising Lectures on subjects of scientific 
interest, illustrated by lantern slides, films, epidiascope, diagrams, 
specimens, and experiments. 


Throughout the Summer Session, Field Meetings on an 
average of two or three a week, are held in suitable places in the 
neighbourhood of the town, or Coach and Train Tours are 
arranged to districts of scientific interest at a distance. 


The management of the Society is vested in a Council, which 
is elected at the Annual General Meeting. 


The Society possesses a Library available for the use of 
memibers. Books may be borrowed by members, and there is a 
Reading Room in which works of reference may be consulted. 
The Museum contains many valuable scientific collections and 
specimens. The Library and the Museum serve to illustrate and 
illuminate the ten Sections of the Society. There is a well- 
equipped Dark Room for the use of members interested in 
Photography. The house stands in a pleasant garden of over 
an acre. 


Members are elected by the Council, and pay an annual sub- 
scription of £1 10s. Od. for full membership, or £15 for Life 
Membership. An Entrance Fee of 5/- is payable upon nomina- 
tion for election. The Family Subscription (for members of a 
family living in the same house) is as follows:—First Adult 
Member, £1 10s. Od. ; Second Adult Member, £1; each additional 
Adult Member, 10/-; Children between 12 and 18 years, 10/- 
(Associate Members). Members living six miles or more from 
39 Christchurch Road pay half the above rates. Renewable 
monthly membership, 5/-, is available. 


A bi-monthly Programme, giving full details of all meetings, 
is posted to every member, and a Volume of Proceedings is 
published annually, of which adult members receive a copy.

John Cameron, M.D., B.Sc., Ff B.9.€., F.R.S. (Can.) 


John Cameron was born at Laurencekirk near Montrose in 
1873 and was educated in the humanities at Montrose Academy. 
In 1892 he entered the University of Edinburgh as a medical 
student, graduating six years later as gold medallist. He became 
assistant at St. Andrew’s University to Professor Musgrove, who 
had recently moved there from Edinburgh to take up the Chair of 
Anatomy and who was instrumental in 1901 in obtaining for Dr. 
Cameron an invitation to join Professor His at Leipzig in research 
on the development of the retina. On extending this work later 
to the embryology of the brain he received the degree of D.Sc. at 
St. Andrew’s University; this work was of exceptional brilliance 
and was largely responsible for his receiving the award of the 
Fellowship of the Royal Society of Edinburgh in 1905. In this year 
he moved to Manchester as assistant to the Professor of Anatomy 
and researched with Dr. Margaret Murray, the distinguished 
Egyptologist. 


In 1908 he was appointed senior assistant and lecturer in 
Anatomy at Middlesex Hospital Medical School, but owing to 
failing health he felt obliged to resign and in 1915 accepted an 
invitation to become Professor of Anatomy at Dalhousie University, 
Halifax, Nova Scotia; here he remained until 1930, receiving the 
honour of the Feliowship of the Royal Society of Canada. Serious 
illness again compelled his retirement and he returned to England 
in 1930, settling in Bournemouth, with the affectionate wishes of 
his Canadian colleagues and students, who have since honoured 
his memory in many ways. 


He joined our Society in 1934 and at once associated himself 
with the Archaeology and History Section, which he served as 
Chairman for four years, contributing numerous lectures on Ancient 
Egypt and his own journeys in the Mediterranean, North Africa 
and the Middie East. He was elected President of the Society for 
the year 1937-38, his address dealing with the Archaeology of 
Palestine. He continued over the years 1938 to 1954 to contribute 
archaeology and travel lectures, mainly devoted to Egyptian and 
Mediterranean history. He served for many years on the Museum 
and Finance and General Purposes Committees and became a 
Vice-President in 1942. During periods of improved health he led 
many excursions on behalf of the Archaeology and History 
Section. 


Dr. Cameron died on November 27th, 1960. His great gifts 
and kindly, vigorous personality will be long remembered by hosts 
of friends on both sides of the Atlantic. His memory is perpetuated 
at Dalhousie University in the “John Cameron Rooms’’, devoted 
to X-Ray research of the anatomy of the living subject.

Arthur Watson Legat, M.I.C.€., MI. Struct.€. 


The Society lost a versatile, talented and willing worker by 
the death of Arthur Watson Legat in his 66th year on the 17th 
December, 1959. 


After completing his education at Doncaster Grammar School 
he was trained as a Civil Engineer and began practical work, which 
was interrupted by the first world war, in which he served in the 
2nd London Regiment and later in the 2nd Welsh Regiment. He 
was invalided out in 1917 and after his convalescence he resumed 
his career and gained experience in various classes of work. 


In 1930 he joined a partnership in Scotland and became an 
expert in the design and construction of reinforced concrete build- 
ings and bridges. After a successful career he retired in 1940 and 
later came to Bournemouth, where he furthered the general cause 
of Civil Engineering by giving illustrated lectures to a wide variety 
of audiences, who were very appreciative. 


He joined our Society in 1947 and was elected to the 
Council in October of that year and gave his first lecture in the 
following month on “‘The Face of Scotland”’, illustrated by colour 
slides of his own taking, which were obviously the work of an 
expert photographer. In August, 1948, he was elected to the 
Chairmanship of the Photographic Section in succession to 
Mr. E. A. Robins, F.R.P.S., F.L.S., F.R.M.S., and retained that 
office with great success for seven years and stimulated the interest 
of the members in photography. He gave 36 lectures, illustrated 
with his own colour slides and covering many well-known beauty 
spots at home and abroad. 


During the summer seasons he frequently joined field meetings 
with his camera and the resulting photographs were shown as. 
colour slides under the title of “‘Excursiton Memories”’ with a com- 
mentary and were much appreciated by the members. 


He was President of the Society for the year 1956-57 and 
gave his Presidential Address on October 13th, 1956, on the sub- 
ject of “The Development of the Thames’’. 


He was elected a Vice-President in 1957 and from 1957-59 he 
was Chairman of the Council. 


Special mention must be made of his work in connection 
with the acquisition of a Ciné Projector for the Society. He first 
stressed the need for it, then started a subscription list which was 
well supported, and finally secured a suitable instrument. He then 
inaugurated a series of monthly Ciné Film Subscription Pro- 
grammes, the first of which was presented on the 8th November, 
1954. The Programmes included a variety of films on subjects 
within the limits of the objects of the Society and proved very 
popular. They have been continued without a break, the 41st 
Programme having been given on the 2nd November, 1960.

By the death of Frederick Williamson in his 84th year on the 
3rd February, 1960, the Society lost a valued member and friend 
whose knowledge, energy and enthusiasm were at the service of 
his fellow members during the whole of his 18 years membership. 


He was born on the 27th April, 1876, and commenced his 
career at the Rochdale Public Library as Assistant Librarian. He 
moved to Derby in 1913 as Curator of the Museum and Library 
there. During the first World War he served as a Lieutenant in 
the Northumberland Fusiliers from 1914-18. On demobilisation 
he returned to his post at Derby and later became Director of 
the Library, Museum and Art Gallery until his retirement in 1941. 


He was elected to the Fellowship of the Royal Historical 
Society on the 10th February, 1927. He held office in many other 
Societies including: —— the Derbyshire Archaeological Society, 
whose Journal he edited for many years; The Museums Associa- 
tion, of which he was a Vice-President; and the English Place 
Name Society, of which he was the Derbyshire Organiser for more 
than 20 years. 


On his retirement in 1941 he moved to Bournemouth and in 
the following year he joined our Society. 


On March 30th, 1943, he gave his first lecture to the Society 
and on October 30th of the same year he was elected to the 
Council. He continued to give lectures and lead Field Meetings in 
connection with the Archaeology and History Section, and in 
April, 1948, he was elected to the Chairmanship of that Section 
on the death of Mr. A. S. Hemmy. On January 2nd, 1950, he 
was appointed Curator of the Museum in succession to the late 
Mr. J. F. N. Green. He continued in both offices with great dis- 
tinction until his last illness towards the end of 1959. 


He was President of the Society for the year 1952-53 and 
delivered his Presidential Address on “‘Origin of Hampshire” on 
the 25th October, 1952, and it was published in the Proceedings 
for Session 1951-52. He was elected a Vice-President in 1954 
and an Honorary Member in 1959.

Secretary and later as a Trustee of the Society. Council welcomes _ 


this opportunity of expressing its appreciation of the good work 
he did for the Society. Mr. G. A. Shillidy succeeded Mr. Stinton 
as Hon. Secretary and Mr. T. H. Bickel was appointed Hon. 
Assistant Secretary. In March Mr. H. V. Harris resigned the 
Chairmanship of the Chairmen of Sections Committee because of 
the pressure of other Society work. He was succeeded by Dr. D. A. 
Wray. 


The President for 1959-60, Miss D. M. Lowther, B.Sc., de- 
livered her Presidential Address, ‘““Twentieth Century Genetics” 
on 24th October, 1959, to a large and appreciative audience. It 
appeared in full in the Proceedings for 1958-59. 


During the year 56 lectures, covering a wide range of the 
Natural Sciences, were delivered, of which 8 were open to the 
public free of charge. They were fully illustrated by films, slides, 
etc. In addition, there were the usual monthly Club Days when 
the subjects discussed were both varied and interesting. Arising 
out of members’ suggestions, a series was arranged in which, at 
each meeting, the Chairman of one Section dealt with its particular 
interests and museum exhibits. The seven monthly Ciné Pro- 
grammes proved as popular and instructive as ever. Mr. Bailey 
again provided a splendid selection of interesting subjects for these 
meetings. 


The Field Meetings, Coach Excursions, etc., 56 in number, 
which were very well supported, included a two-day visit to the 
Isle of Wight. More details of these activities are to be found in 
the reports of the Sections. 
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The New Year Party was held on the 9th January and the 
Garden Party on the 23rd July. In contrast with former years the 
latter coincided with uncertain weather and so tea was taken in- 
doors. Both functions were, however, most successful, both 
socially and financially. These occasions provide a useful and 
informal meeting point for new and old members. 


During the year a new Inland Revenue decision allowed repay- 
ment of Income Tax in respect of members signing a seven year 
Covenant for payment of subscription. As a result the Society re- 
ceived a refund of £56. 16s. 2d. In addition, the payment of sub- 
scriptions by Banker’s Order has decreased administrative work. 
For these obvious reasons the Council hopes that more members 
will assist the Society by adopting these simple methods of dealing 
with subscriptions. 


Representatives from our Society have attended meetings of 
the British Association, the S.E. Union of Scientific Societies and 
the Council for British Archaeology The Provisional Committee 
of the Hampshire Naturalists’ Trust is now meeting regularly and 
Council was pleased to appoint Mrs. .M. P. Yule as the Society’s 
representative. The inaugural meeting is expected in January 1961. 


Of outstanding importance among the events of the year was 
the sale of a portion of the Society’s land. The strip, 48 feet wide 
along our Western Boundary, was sold for £9,000 clear, the pur- 
chasers to pay in addition, all legal expenses connected with the 
sale. This was the result of nearly twelve months of careful investi- 
gation and negotiation. The Chairman’s detailed and factual 
memorandum posted to members at the end of July renders un- 
necessary further extended reference here. By the time members 
receive these Proceedings they will have had opportunities of 
seeing not only the progress of the re-organisation of the Garden 
and forecourt but also that the resulting amenities are as forecast 
in the Memorandum. 


The legal formalities were completed in October and next 
year’s balance sheet will show that the Society can look forward 
to the future enjoyment of its headquarters with considerably more 
confidence than a year ago. 


In conclusion, Council has great pleasure in recording its 
sincere appreciation of the untiring service given to the Society 
by its Officers, Chairmen of Sections, Members of Committees and 
all those who voluntarily assist in the successful conduct of the 
Society. Most of their names appear at the beginning of this pub- 
lication or in the pages of the bi-monthly programmes. Some of 
the work done is often visible to members: a much greater part 
goes on quietly and continuously throughout the year and 1s 
responsible for the wide range of facilities enjoyed by all.

Archaeology and History 


The record of the section for the session just concluded can- 
not but be overshadowed by the passing of Mr. F. Williamson. 
In hts dual capacity of chairman of this section and curator of 
the museum he worked hard and successfully. The writer knew 
him before he came to Bournemouth and has never failed to 
appreciate and admire his energy, enthusiasm, cheerful patience 
and, not least, his range of knowledge. 

The writer has undertaken the chairmanship of this section - 
and Mr. W. L. Whittle has become Curator of the Museum. 

In the autumn of 1959 the section had lectures by the present 
chairman on ““The Hansa Towns” and by Miss M. R. M. Bone 
on “The Artist as Interpreter”. The new year opened with a joint 
geographical and archaeological lecture connected with the Society’s 
visit to the Canterbury district ‘Canterbury and District” by 
Mr. W. L. Whittle, which brought back memories of things 
seen. On February 24th Mr. T. H. Bickel gave a very interesting 
illustrated taik on “‘Dwellings of the Later Prehistoric Period’’, on 
which he had obviously done a good deal of effective research. 
The writer drew on his recent experiences in Sweden for “‘Swedish 
Villages and Churches”; and although not under the auspices of 
the section, Mr. W. A. Stinton’s two lectures on Cornish Bridges 
certainly combined the historic and the picturesque. So, too, 
the Isle of Wight excursion in May led by Miss F. M. Exton and 
Dr. D. A. Wray and the preceding lecture by Miss Exton had 
their archaeological aspects. The lecture season closed with a 
lecture by Mr. Norman Field on his excavations on a Romano- 
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British farm at Studland, which so interested members that an 
informal excursion to the site followed. 


The first summer excursion of the section was a tour of old 
Dorset Bridges, the unusual and informative nature of which 
appeared to be much appreciated. A later excursion on August 
12th to the excavations at Pimperne and to Roman and Saxon 
sites in the Avon Valley proved to be so popular that an “‘overflow”’ 
repetition had to be arranged for the 19th idem. In between the 
June and August excursions, Miss D. M. Lowther led a largely 
archaeological excursion to Milton Abbas, Cerne Abbas and the 
notable mediaeval manor house, Athelhampton Hall, a very en- 
joyable trip indeed. This unseasonable summer was strangely kind 
to us on each occasion. 


The autumn season has opened with an explanation by the 
chairman of the archaeological exhibits in the Society’s museum 
on the September Club Day, and the first of two lectures by him 
on “Life in Ancient Egypt” on September 21st. It is hoped to 
provide a programme of winter lectures by authorities on their sub- 
jects and, in the spring, to arrange further expeditions of special 
interest. 


The chairman will always be pleased to do his best to identify 
“‘finds’’, and to put interested members in touch with excavation 
work or places to visit.

Astronomp

Botany 


During the season 1959-60 this section has contributed six 
lectures and nineteen field meetings including the ever popular 
annual drive round the New Forest to view the Autumn Tints with 
lunch in the garden of the Misses Penrose, to whom we are greatly 
indebted for this hospitality. 

There were two new lecturers, Mr. P. B. Pitman, M.Sc., from 
the Municipal College of Technology, whose subject was “‘Plant 
Ecology of the Chalk’’, and Mr. L. Miller, an enthusiastic amateur 
orchid grower, who spoke on ‘“‘Wild Orchids of the Countryside’, 
illustrated by his own colour slides. Dr. Perring of Cambridge 
Botanical Gardens returned to describe the work accomplished in 
the nation-wide botanical survey which is now nearing completion. 
Of our own members, Mr. W. L. Whittle lectured on “‘Prehistoric 
Vegetations’’, and Mr. E. Chambers on “‘Gardens in Many Lands”’, 
and another in his series of Economic Botany, ““The Cereal Story 
—The Grass Family and Man’’. 

We should like to take this opportunity of thanking all these 
lecturers for the interesting and instructive hours they have given us. 

Among the many field meetings were two innovations: Mr. 
and Mrs. Pickering organised a visit to the Verwood area which 
provided a long list of species; and Mr. Pitman, as a follow-up of 
his lecture took a small party to Hambledon Hill where he has 
done a great deal of Ecological work. Bickton Mill was visited in 
August instead of in spring and members were interested to find 
Leonurus cardiaca (Motherwort) still thriving among the nettles. 

Lastly, the recent fungus foray is worthy of mention. Follow- 
ing the pattern of recent years, it was conducted by coach, from 
which the party could descend at intervals to collect from various 
different localities of the Forest. Thanks to the efforts of Mr. and 
Mrs. Pickering, we had a guest leader, Dr. Hora of Reading 
University, who inaugurated a new scheme by which the fungi 
were grouped according to the trees with which they were 
associated. Almost one hundred different species were collected 
and examined. Several old routes were revisited and we are deeply 
indebted to the leaders who have taken the trouble to explore these 
and work out the new ones. 

In last year’s report, mention was made of the scheme for 
the adoption of societies overseas, and shortly afterwards, a box 
of specimens was sent to McGill University, Montreal, who were 
greatly appreciative of the material. Another supply will be des- 
patched shortly. Help from interested members willing to collect 
and press plants, would be much appreciated.

Heographyp 


Dunng the year ten lectures have been given and there have 
been three field meetings, including a two-day excursion to the 
Isle of Wight. 

Miss E. Habershon gave a lecture, illustrated by her own 
colour slides, on the French Pyrenees and the adjacent lowlands, 
and Mr. J. F. Stray spoke, from personal experience, about the 
remote Keeling Cocos Islands in the Southern Indian Ocean. 
Canterbury and District was the subject of a talk by Mr. W. L. 
Whittle, M.I.M.E., M.I.F.; and Mrs. F. C. Allen described a 
cruise to the coasts of the Spanish Main and Western South 
America. 

Mrs. M. Clarke recalled a Holiday in Morocco and Miss 
M. A. M. Penrose, B.Sc., described the Coast of Argyll, where 
she had taken colour photographs and where her sister had painted 
some of the delightful Highland scenery. ‘“‘Tis an ill wind’’ was. 
the title of a talk on wind vanes by Miss C. M. Brain, who had 
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made drawings of many fine examples, while Mr. Holroyd had 
some lovely colour slides to illustrate his talk—‘*‘From Exmoor 
to the Quantocks’’. The effect of Geography on human develop- 
ment in South Wales was described by Mr. W. T. Evans, B.A., 
B.Sc., and the scenery and activities of man in the Isle of Wight 
were related to geographical conditions by the Chairman. Mr. W. A. 
Stinton gave two interesting and instructive lectures on ““Cornish 
Bridges’, illustrated by excellent colour slides of his own taking. 


During a walk on Hengistbury Head, members noted the geo- 
graphical position of the early trading settlement; the lily pond fed 
by a spring emerging on a clay bed; the complete miniature river 
basin eroded in the soft Tertiary sands after the removal of the 
ironstone; the former position of the Solent River; the development 
of the Mudeford sandspit and the groyne protecting the headland. 


The visit to the Meteorological Station at Hurn Airport proved 
very popular and members were given a comprehensive account 
of weather forecasting by the Staff. Afterwards most of the party 
walked along St. Catherine’s Hill, the water parting between the 
Stour and Avon Valleys. 


With the valuable assistance of Dr. Wray, the Chairman 
organised a two-day field meeting to the Isle of Wight to visit 
such interesting places as the once-prosperous but now deserted 
port of Newtown, Quarr Abbey, Brading Roman Villa and Yar- 
mouth Castle. The geology of the South Coast proved to be very 
varied, with first the landslides near Ventnor where the upper 
greensand and chalk have slipped seawards on the “‘slipped”’ clay 
underiying them. Further west the Wealden beds afforded a low 
cliffed coastline with many small chines leading to the sea, and 
then the chalk provided a much bolder coast round the Needles 
and finally the Tertiary sands produced Alum Bay with its almost 
vertical coloured sandstone strata.

Geology 


In the past year we had four interesting lectures on different 
branches or aspects of geology. In December Mr. H. A. Hayward, 
O.B.E., F.G.S., described Cornish and other granites, illustrating 
his account with the micro- -projector; and by using polarised light 
showed us the characteristic features of many of the minerals 
forming the granites. 


Later we had a very full description of the Dorset Coast by 
Mr. Geoifrey Poole of Weymouth which he illustrated with a fine 
series of colour slides which he had prepared in the previous sum- 
mer. In February, the new Professor of Geology at Southampton 
University, Dr. F. Hodson, F.G.S., paid us a welcome visit and 
gave an illustrated and fascinating description of modern voicanoes. 


Finally in March, Mr. A. G. Steavenson, M.A., of the Hamp- 
shire Field Club, described the ancient rocks and other distinctive 
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features of the Northern Scottish Isles. His lecture was also 
illustrated by an excellent series of slides, maps and diagrams. 


Early in May we had a two-day field meeting in the Isle of 
Wight in conjunction with the Geography Section, and as we were 
favoured with excellent weather we saw many of the most striking 
geological features of the island; one morning being devoted to 
the excellent section in Alum Bay. 


Two coach excursions were held later in the year and both 
were well supported. In May, Beaminster, Pilsdon Pen and Lam- 
bert’s Castle were visited, while in September we examined the old 
quarries on Waddon Hill and Ham Hill near Yeovil. Ham Hill 
stone is one of the most beautiful and highly prized building stones 
in Britain. It has been extensively quarried, and we were privileged 
to see it being prepared in the adjacent work-yards of the Bath and 
Portland Stone Co., for dispatch to many important buildings in 
different parts of the south of a

{Photography 


Although lectures in this section are deliberately chosen by the 
chairman to portray the beauty of the photographic art at its 
highest, an endeavour is also made to include one or two which 
demonstrate the more utilitarian side. 


A very full programme was presented this year, and to cater 
for the modern trend in photography the majority were illustrated 
by the lecturers’ own Kodachrome colour slides. A notable ex- 
ception was the opening of the session with “Photography in 
Crime’, kindly given by Detective-Inspector F. J. A. Tilling of the 
Bournemouth Constabulary, during which he showed photographs 
depicting their various uses in the detection of crime and the re- 
cording of accidents, etc. A lecture showing its wide use in 
“Astronomical Photography” was given by Mr. W. L. Whittle, 
M.B.A.A., and illustrated by monochrome lantern slides. One 
16mm. Cine Film in colour, “‘Picturesque Ceylon”, was included 
to illustrate a lecture by Mr. G. M. Emerson, M.A. (Oxon), a 
visiting contributor. We also welcomed a new lecturer to the 
Society, Mr. J. D. Joseph, from whose “‘Mixed Bag in Monochrome 
and Colour’? came some really superb examples of colour work of 
his own taking. 
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Very welcome return visits were those of Mr. R. Bruton, 
who went this time ““To San Marino’, and our old friend, Mr. 
Ernest Bristowe, who took his “Caravan to Switzerland’’. Both 
lectures were illustrated with Kodachrome transparencies. Mr, G. 
Holroyd. usually at the projection end of the room, came on the 
platform to lecture on a journey ““From Exmoor to the Quantocks”’ 
and show the excellent colour slides which he took on the journey; 
this lecture was given in conjunction with the Geography section. 


. Mr. D. J. Dudley gave two lectures in the artistic manner 
which he has made his own, by the use of tape recordings for 
musical accompaniments and commentaries: — “Haste ye back to 
Scotland” and, by special requests, a revised version of ““The 
Magic of Lakeland’’, both illustrated by colour slides of his usual 
high standard. 

To all these lecturers, visiting and members, the Society 
tenders its grateful thanks. Finally, mention must again be thank- 
fully recorded of the work behind the scenes by the projection 
panels under the auspices of Mr. G. Holroyd and Mr. H. K. 
Stanton in projecting the slides and films.

Physics and Chemistry 


In 1959 we celebrated the centenary of Darwin and the 
“Origin of Species’; this year 1960 the Royal Society of London 
is 300 years old, with the honour of its Fellowship conferred on the 
most distinguished practitioners throughout the world in every 
branch of science. The unparalleled acceleration in the advance of 
natural knowledge, which is the great feature of our age, was 
very clearly brought out in the programme of this Section during 
the 1959-1960 Session. The writer endeavoured to ernphasise it 
in his contribution of three lectures, ‘““Physical Science in Retro- 
spect: 1860-1960’’, “Outlook and Prospects of Space Travel’’, and 
“A Glance at some recent Researches’’, while in a fourth lecture, 
where reference was made to the new archaeological discoveries 
in Africa, he described the modern physical and chemical checks 
by the application of which material facts in dating can now be 
largely established and error or sophistication avoided. So far 
as the conquest of space is concerned we have in one year seen 
notable additions to the number of satellites put into orbit, while 
Russia has now sent a dog into space and recovered it alive and 
well. Thanks to the outstanding new developments in electronic 
instrumentation and the much increased range and control of 
propellents, more and more information about the upper atmos- 
phere and outer space has been won. Again, a comparison of the 
progress now made in physics in so short a period as ten years 
makes a review of the last 100 years a singularly suggestive study. 


A most welcome return visit was that of Mr. J. E. Parry, 
M.A., B.Litt., who lectured most admirably on ‘Secondary 
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Education, its Social Functions and Obligations’, pointing to the 
ethical obligations and opportunities presented to educationists 
who may be concerned with university and grammar school courses 
in science and technology, which have attained an importance 
throughout the world never known before. Dr. Hugh Paul, M.D.., 
Ch.B., D.P.H., whose previous lectures in this Section have been 
so much admired and appreciated, spoke this time on “Food and 
Population”, an address which was not only most informative, but 
called forth a lively and stimulating discussion, in which the im- 
portance was especially remembered of the emergence of the Asian 
and African nations. The liberal financial and scientific co-operation 
of the great Powers in the solving of the food problems of un- 
developed communities is a matter of urgent concern for the world 
economic progress we need. 


The writer would once more appeal to ali members or visitors 
who can take part in the programmes of this Section to come for- 
ward: a most hearty welcome awaits them.

Zoology 


All months of the year have again been covered by organised 
Field Meetings, normally two in each month, and these will be 
continued in 1960-61. They may, however, be slightly differently 
distributed to avoid some of the less interesting weeks. Duriston 
Head, previously so dependable for its Puffins and other sea-birds, 
may not be worth inclusion. A local informant gave cliff-climbers 
as the cause of their comparative absence this year. This apart, 
the meetings have again proved interesting, not least to one or 
two new members. It is perhaps worth recording that during the 
last three years no meeting has been abandoned because of bad 
weather. 


Among other points of interest were a Dartford Warbler 
family, a Rock-Pipit and 150 Mergansers (Dec. 1), Siskins (Jan. 
5 and 12), Black-necked and Slavonian Grebe (Feb. 9), Red- 
throated Diver (Jan. 26), Corn-Bunting and Whinchat (Apr. 26). 
Woodlark (June 21), Black-winged Stilt (Aug. 9), 28 Wheatear still 
on Ballard Down (Sept. 10), Golden Oriole (Sept. 23) and 12 species 
in one tree at Studland. In members’ gardens were Redstart (Pokes- 
down Sept. 2), Wryneck (King’s Park Sept. 10), and again in the 
June dusk the Nightjar often churred vibrantly on the writer’s 
roof. 3 


Members of the Group also watched with great interest the 
unusual stream of Thrushes, Redwings, Fieldfares, Lapwings, 
Starlings, Finches, Pipits and others which passed westwards along 
the Hants-Dorset coast during the daylight hours of January 14th. 
As this coincided with deep snow in S.E. England one can reason- 
ably assume cause and effect. 
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A coach excursion to the Wildfow! Trust at New Grounds, 
Shimbridge was taken on May 12th. By arrangement the Warden, 
Major L. T. C. Shakespear, met the party on arrival and, after 
a preliminary talk, led the tour of the Trust’s comprehensive col- 
lection now attractively spread over the extended Grounds. This 
was greatly appreciated for the added interest and value it gave to 
the visit. An enjoyable day—not lacking meteorological interest! 


Indoors we were favoured with a showing by Mr. Eric Ashby 
ef his three films, “Summer Evening with Badgers’’, “‘Foxes at 
Home” and “‘Roe and Fallow Deer’’; the two latter in colour. 
These studies of absolutely natural behaviour, often at close range, 
were guite remarkable, and the fact that they were taken within 
about 15 miles of the Society’s home increased the appeal. B.B.C. 
Records provided appropriate sound effects. 


The new series of Club Days, each dealing with one Section, 
opened on August 10th, when the writer dealt mainly with the 
Ornithological Group. First an account was given of the various 
sources of the Society’s large collection of birds and their eggs, 
the skulls and skeletons of animals, etc. Then followed a brief 
description of the Field Meetings including what they demand of 
members, and the gratuitous pleasures, foreseen and unforeseen, 
they so regularly provide. After short but helpful comments by 
the Librarian on a selection of books he had kindly arranged to 
place on view, members were then free to inspect not only the 
Museum specimens, but also some excellent examples of patient 
individual work by two members of the Group. Frames displaying 
the carefully mounted minute bones, skulls, teeth, etc. of Owls’ 
prey, obtained by analysis of collected pellets, attracted keen 
interest and comment.

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RULES OF THE 


Bournemouth Matural Geience Hocietp 
(As amended November 1959) 


shall 


i.—The name of the Society be THE BOURNEMOUTH 


NATURAL SCIENCE SOCIETY. 


2.—The object of the Society shall be the promotion of the study of 
Science in all its branches and of Public Education by means of Lectures, 


' Field Meetings, the Reading and Discussion of Papers, and in any way that 


the Council of the Society shall deem advisable. 


3.—The Society shall consist of Ordinary, Life, Honorary and Associate 
Members. 


4.—Ordinary Members shall pay an Entrance Fee of Five Shillings, and 
an Annual Subscription of Thirty Shillings. The Subscription for the second 
adult member of the same family residing in the same house shall be 
Twenty Shillings annually, and for each additional adult member the 
Subscription shall be Ten Shillings annually. Children of the same family 
between the ages of 12 and 18 years may be admitted as Associate Members 
at an annual subscription of Five Shillings. Members living outside a 
radius of six miles from 39 Christchurch Road, Bournemouth, shall pay 
half the above rates of subscription, but the entrance fee shall be Five 
Shillings. Members elected after May Ist will be admitted for the re- 
mainder of the current year on payment of half the Annual Subscription 
in addition to the Entrance Fee. Any Member elected on or after 
September Ist shall be admitted to membership to September 30th of the 
year following on payment of the Entrance Fee together with one year’s 
Subscription. 


5.—The Subscription for Life Members shall be Fifteen Pounds. 


6.—Any person distinguished in Science or who has rendered any special 
service to the Society, may be elected as Honorary Member. Honorary 
Members shall be proposed and elected in the same way as Ordinary 
Members and shall have the same rights. The number of Honorary Mem- 
bers shall be limited to twenty-five. 


7.—The Annual Subscription for Associate Members shall be Ten 
Shillings and no Entrance Fee shall be payable. Persons between the ages 
of 12 and 18 years may be admitted as Associate Members by the Council. 
They shall be entitled to all the privileges of Membership except that they 
shall have no power of voting on the affairs of the Society, nor of holding 
office. They may proceed at the age of 18 years to full membership on 
payment of the full Subscription without Entrance Fee. 
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8.—Applicants for Ordinary, Life, and Associate Membership of the 
Society shall be proposed by a Member to whom they are known person- 
ally. or to whom they have presented adequate credentials, and they shall 
be seconded by another member, and the proposal on the appropriate form 
shall be sent to the Secretary, together with the Entrance Fee of Five 
Shillings where this is payable. The name of any such proposed New 
Member shall be posted on the Notice Board of the Society for a period of 
not less than seven days, after which such name shall be voted upon at the 
next ensuing Council Meeting, and if two-thirds of the Council present and 
voting shall vote for the proposed New Member, such candidate shall 
become a. Member on payment of the Annual Subscription to the Honorary 
‘Treasurer, in addition to the Entrance Fee already paid. 


9—Subscriptions are payable in advance on October Ist. If any 
Member has not paid the subscription for the current year by March 3lst 
the Honorary Treasurer shall notify such Member by letter to the last 
address in the records of the Society. Should the subscription be unpaid 
on September 30th the Member’s name shall be removed from the list 
of members. 


10.—Resignations must be in writing and addressed to the Honorary 
Secretary. Members are liable for all subscriptions which may have fallen 
due prior to the date of resignation. 


11.—The Executive Officers of the Society shall be the Chairman of 
Council, the Deputy Charman of Council, Honorary Treasurer, and 
Honorary Secretary. 


12.—The President shall be elected annually by the Council and need not 
necessarily be selected from Members of the Society. He shall be invited 
to deliver an Address at as early a date in the Winter Session as can be 
arranged. 


13.—Any Member of the Society who has rendered distinguished service 
io Science or to the Society may be proposed for election as a Vice- 
President at the Annual General Meeting; and if elected he shall retain 
office as long as he remains a Member of the Society. 


14.—At the Annual and Special General Meetings the Chairman of 
Council or Deputy Chairman shall preside. 


15.—The Honorary Secretary or a Deputy appointed by the Council 
shall perform all the usual secretarial work and shall keep minutes of all 
Council Meetings and of the Annual and Special General Meetings. He 
shall cause the agenda of the Annual and Special General Meetings to be 
sent to every Member seven days at least before such Meeting. He shall 
give notice of their election to all new members. 
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16.—The Honorary Treasurer shall have the custody of the General 
Funds of the Society. He shall receive and acknowledge all Subscriptions, 
and shall issue tickets of Membership to all persons who are duly elected 
and have paid their subscriptions. He shall bring before the Council any 
accounts that are due for payment. He shall prepare a Financial Statement 
at the end of each Financial Year to be presented to the Council at the 
Meeting next preceding the Annual General Meeting. After presentation 
of the Financial Statement to the Council, he shall submit it to the 
Auditors and lastly to the Annual General Meeting of the Society. 


17.—There shall be a Council of the Society consisting of the Vice- 
Presidents who have filled the office of President, the Honorary Treasurer, 
the Honorary Secretary, the Honorary Librarian, the Honorary Editor, 
the Honorary Curator, the Chairmen of Sections, not more than fourteen 
Members elected by the Society and not more than five co-opted Members 
except those appointed under Rule 18e. Elected members shall hold 
office for two years, seven retiring each year, and all shall be eligible for 
re-election. In the event of a vacancy occurring through death or any 
other cause the Council shall have power to appoint a successor to fill - 
the vacancy for the unexpired term of office. 


18 (a)—The Council shall have the general management of the Society 
and the control of its funds, and shall elect the President for the ensuing 
year. At all Meetings of the Council, five shall form a quorum. The 
Council shall elect its own Chairman and Deputy Chairman for the Year, 
shall have power to fill up vacancies in its number, and to co-opt not more 
than five additional members. The Council shall have power to appoint 
Committees to deal with any business that may be delegated to them. 


(6b) The Chairman, or in his absence the Deputy Chairman, shall have 
an original and a casting vote at all Meetings of the Council. 


(c) The Council shall approve of all arrangements for Meetings before 
they are inserted in the monthly programme. 


(d) If any elected or co-opted member of the Council shall fail to attend 
four consecutive Meetings of the Council, his seat shall become vacant 
unless the Council shall decide otherwise. 


(e) The Council shall appoint a Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee which shall consist of the Executive Officers of the Society, the 
Chairman of the Chairmen of Sections Committee, the Assistant Secretary 
(official correspondence), the President of the Society, if previously a 
member of the Society and a limited number of members of the Council. 
Election shall be made by the Council at their first meeting after the 
Annual General Meeting. 


The Committee shall consider any matter relating to the business, 
management and finance of the Society and report to the Council from time 
to time. 


In matters of urgency the Committee shall have power to act on 
behalf of the Society, provided that any action taken shall be reported 
at the next Council Meeting and ratified by them. 


In the event of death or resignation of one of their number the 
Committee may co-opt another Member of the Council to fill the vacancy. 
The Committee shall not have the power to add to their number by 
co-option but may invite any Member of the Society to attend any specific 
meeting for the purpose of advice or consultation during the discussion on 
any point on which his opinion is desired. 
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(f) The Council shall have power to appoint at such times and for such 
terms (not exceeding one year) as they think fit, one or more Assistant 
Secretaries, an Honorary Assistant Treasurer and an Honorary Assistant 
Librarian. The Council shall have power to co-opt such officers as mem- 
bers of the Council during their term of office. This power of co-option 
is to be in addition to that given in 17 and 18 (a). 


19.—The property of the Society shall be vested in four Trustees, who 
shall be elected by the Council. They shall respectively hold office until 
death or resignation, unless removed from office by a resolution of the 
Council. The Trustees shall from time to time deal with the property of 
the Society as directed by resolution of the Council (of which an entry in 
the minute book shall be conclusive evidence), and they shall be indemnified 
against all liability whatsoever out of the property for the time being of 
the Society. 


20.—If at any time the Society in general meeting shall pass a resolution 
authorising the Council to borrow money, the Council shall thereupon be 
empowered to borrow for the purpose of the Society such amount of 
money, either at one time or from time to time, and at such rate of interest, 
and in such form and manner, and upon such security as shall be specified 
in such resolution, and thereupon the Trustees shall make all such dis- 
positions of the property of the Society or any part thereof, and enter into 
such agreements or arrangements in relation thereto, as the Council may 
by resolution direct for giving security for such loan or loans and interest 
thereon at the agreed rate. All members of the Society, whether voting 
on such resolution or not, and all persons becoming members of the 
Society after the passing of such resolution shall be deemed to have 
assented to the same as if they had voted in favour of such resolution. 


21—No Member is entitled to any distinct or separate share in the 
property or effects of the Society, and in the event of a dissolution of the 
Society such property or effects (funded or otherwise) shall be disposed of 
by gift to such other Societies or Institutions with similar objects or in 
such manner as may be decided by the vote of a Special General Meeting 
of the Society convened for the purpose, provided that no individual Mem- 
bers shall benefit thereby, and that such gifts or other disposal shall be in 
conformity with the objects stated in Rule 2. 


22.—(a) A Member may introduce friends who accompany him to all | 
parts of the Society’s premises except those which are let or in use for a |

(b) A Member may introduce two Non-Members, who accompany him, | 
to any Lecture or Field Meeting of the Society, but no Non-Member may | 
be thus introduced to more than two Lectures in the Winter Session and | 
two Field Meetings in the Summer Session, even though introduced by | 
different Members.
